“Yesterday sixteen of our aero- 
planes bombed the Comines station 
and hit the station, lines and sheds 
in the vicinity. Ten of our aeroplanes 
attacked heavily the aerodrome and 
did considerable damage. In both 
cases al] the machines returned safe. 
“During the day there were twelve 
encounters with hostile aeroplanes. 
One of our machines engaged four of 
the enemy’s, one of which is believed 
to have been brought down. Another 
was damaged, 
driven off. One of our aeroplanes 


was brought down as the result of a 
combat with two machines. 

“During the night the enemy heavi- 
ly shelled our trenches south of Fri- 
court. A few Germans entered one 


of our front trenches, but were im-. 


mediately driven out. 
“The weather has heen fine. Our 
has been active at several 
places on the front. North of Ypres 
there has been activity on both sides.” 
TWO NEW LANDINGS. 
IBY ATLANTIC CABLE AND

Rome reports that the central 
powers have begun a general with- 
drawal from the entire Macedonian 
front, owing to the serious Russian 
campaign in Bessarabia, but this 
lacks confirmation. 

In the Entente capitals, however, 
there is a general opinion that the 
Russian campaign in Bessarabia, 
which. has been undertaken in the 
face of unfavorable weather condi- 
tions, is likely to have an important 
bearing on the whole war situation. 
According to- one version, Russia’s 
new move is the forerunner of the 


‘| impending Rumanian entry into the

RUMANIA’'S ENTRY. 


The Pall Mall Gagette’s Russian 
correspondent writes: “Russian joint 
operations with Rumania are on the 
point of beginning. Rumania _ will 
fight with us, althqugh not for us. 
Her siding with the Entente is not 
the result of French or English sym- 
pathies, but an endeavor to realize 
the Rumanian dream of sovereignty 
over Bukowina and Transylvania. As 
preparation for Rumania's entry into 
the war, Russia's aim is to reconquer 
Bukowina for the benefit of her new 
ally. This task can be accomplished 
in a few weeks. 

“The Rumanians then will fortify 
the new province and march with the 
Russians through Bulgaria and Tran- 
syivania, while simultaneously the 
Italians, French: British and Serbians

NEW GOVERNOR INSTALLED.

ST. PAUL (Minn.) Dec. 30.—Joseph 
A. A. Burnquist, Republican, became 
Minnesota’s nineteenth Governor late 
today when he took the oath of office 
in the Supreme Court chambers. Sen- 
ator G. H. Sullivan of Stillwater, presi- 
dent of the State Senate, became 
Lieutenant-Governor in succession to 
Mr. Burnquist. 

Justice George L. Bunn adminis- 
tered the oath in the presence of State 
officials and a few other spectators, 
many of whom were unable to re- 
strain their grief over the death of 
the late Governor. The ceremony re- 
catled that following the death in 
September, 1909, of Gov. John A. 
Johnson, also a Democrat, when as 
Lieutenant-Governor, A. O. Eberhart, 
Republican, became the State's chief 
executive. 

Gov. Burnquist announced that he 
would not occupy the Governor's of- 
fices at the Capitol until after the 
funeral of Mr. Hammond, arrange- 
ments for which have not been com- 
pleted. A party of about fifteen State 
officials and friends and relatives of 
the Governor left tonight for Chicago 
to rheet the body there. Funeral ar- 
rangements will be made later. 

Gov. Burnquist wag born thirty-four 
years ago at Dayton, lowa. He ts 
looked upon as one of the most pro- 
gressive men in State affairs.

“The Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment, too, can positively concur in the 
principle that enemy private vessels, 
so far as they do not fly or offer re- 
sistance, shall not be destroyed before 
the persons aboard are secured. 

“The assurance that the United 
States government attaches value to 
the maintenance of the existing good 
relations betwen Austria-Hungary 
United States is warmly re- 
01 ated by the Austro-Hungarian 
government, which now, as hereto- 
fore, is anxious to render these rela- 
tions still more cordial.” 

The Austro-Hungarian government 
then communicates thé results of the 
inquiry into the sinking of the An- 
cona, whieh was recently concluded.

Production in the United States dur- 


ing 1915 was estimated today at 2838,- 
770,000 pounds by the Department of 
Agriculture, with a value of $67,573,- 
mae or $14,000,000 more than last 
ear. 


Production was 1.418.000 pounds 
less than last year and 7,398,000 
pounds less than in 1913. The price 
of unwashed wool paid to producers 
has averaged 23.4 cents per pound, 
compared with 18.4 cents last year 
1918.

BUSINESS INCREASES NINETY 
PER CENT IN PAST. 
FIVE YEARS,

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 30.—Capital invested in 
manufacturing establishments in Po- 
mona, Cal., increased 89.5 per cent. in 
the five years that elapsed from 1909 
to 1914, according to a special repo-t 
issued by the Census Bureau today. 

Few cities of the United States haye 
shown such a tremendous increase in 
manufacturing in so short a time. Few 
of the smaller cities of the country 
can boast of such a growth in manu- 
facturing in the brief space of five 
years. In that period the number of 
persons engaged in manufacturing has 
increased 61 per cent.: the amount 
paid in salaries has jumped 59 per 
cent., and the value added to the city 
SS has grown 62.4 per 

The capital invested, as reported 
1914, was $1,192,000, a gain of rr? ge 
000, or 89.5 per cent. over $629,000 in 
1909. In this connection it should be 
stated that the inquiry contained in 
the census schedule calls for the total 
amount of capital, both owned and 
borrowed, invested in thé business, but 
excludes the value of rented property, 
plant or equipment which was em- 
ployed in the conduct of manufactur- 
ing enterprises. . 

e cost of materials used 
$324,000 in 1914, as against $230,000 
in 1909, an increase of $94,000, or 
40.9 per cent. 

The census inquiry does not in- 
clude amounts paid for miscellaneous 
expenses, such as rent of offices, roy- 
alties, insurance, ordinary repairs, ad- 
vertising, traveling expenses, or allow- 
ance for depreciation. 

The value of products was $825,000 
in 1914, and $559,000 in 1909, the 1. 
crease being $266,000, or 47.5 per cent. 

The value added by manufacture 
represents the difference between the 
cost of materials used and the value 
of the products manufactured from 
them. The value added by manufac- 
ture was $501,000 in 1914, and $329,- 
000 in 1909, the increase being $172,- 
000, or 52.3 per cent. 

The salaries and wages amounted 
to $275,000 in 1914, and to $173,000 
in 1909, the increase being $102,000, 
or 69 per cent. The number of Sal- 
aried employees was 74 m 1914, as 
compared with 29 in 1909. 

The average number of w earn- 
ers was 322 in 1914, and 224 in 1909, 
the increase being 98, or 48.8 per cent.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Dec. 30.— 
Charles H. Sherrill, former United 
States Minister to the Argentine, Re- 
public, in an address here tonight, ad- 
vanced the suggestions that the 
United States might strike some bar- 
gain with European nations and 
Japan whereby American on 
of the Philippines would be relin- 
Quished if the Old World nations 


would give up their few remaining 
colonial possessions in the Western 
Hemisphere. Mr. Sherrill was elabo- 
rating upon the views which he ex- 
pounded some time ago, to the effect 
that the Monroe doctrine should be 
completed, by having the United 
States purchase and set free all exist- 
ing European colonies in the New 
World, except Canada, which is al- 
y self-governing. 


livered at a banquet given by the Car- 
negie Foundation to the American In- 
stitute of International Law and other 
societies, Mr. Sherrill said that to 
make sure of a continuing peace on 
the Pacific the United States must act 
as, through the Monroe doctrine, it 
asked others to do. For nearly a cen- 
tury, “he said, the United States had 
preached to all the outside world 
against interference with the affairs 
of thie hemisphere, and peace on the 
Pacific could not be assured until 
Japan was convinced that what we 
preach on the eastern shores of that 
ocean we are willing to practice on 
the western. 

He said: 

MUST SHOW JAPAN. 

“There is no use disguising the fact 
that many Americans feel that we 
are and ought to be the natural pro- 
tector of China against what they call 
Japanese aggression. Until we definite- 
ly exorcise that international bogey 
we will never gain that complete con- 
fidence of Japan which will spell con- 
tinued peace on the Pacific. ~ 

“The roots of this dangerous non- 
sense of our being the natural pro- 
tector of China run back into the dis- 
tant past, to the days when the New 


was | England clipper ships traded so profit- 


China, and brought back 
such cupidity—stirring tales of the 
fabulous wealth of the Far East. 
Thanks to that foolish legislation the 
reciprocity act of 1828, which took 
away protection from gur merchant 
marine, our ships disappeared from 
the seas, but the memory of those 
Chinese profits and the stories of Chi- 
nese commercial possibilities persisted. 
But what are the cold facts? The for- 
eign trade of Latin America is eight- 
een times greater than that of China, 
and the foreign trade of Argentina 
Mone almost equals that of China and 
Japan put together; and, furthermore, 
it is Increasing at a greater rate. 

“But the chief cause of this ‘na- 
tional protector of China’ nonsense is 
the very mistaken impression gener- 
ally prevailing in our country con- 
cerning the ‘open door’ in China, 
which it is believed Mr, John Hay 
arranged by his clever series of com- 
munications sent September 6, 1899, 
to France, Germany, England, Rus- 
sia, Italy and Japan, through our 
diplomatic representatives there mak- 
ing an identical proposal to each, 
which he clinched by reporting to 
each of those governments March 20, 
1900, that all the others had accepted 
his proposal. It was a brilliant diplo- 
matic stroke and was supposed at the 
time not only to have eet the door 
open in China, but to have fixed it 
open for all time. But what happened 
the very first time we started to use 
that door? The third clause of the 
Hay proposal dealt especially with the 
railroad situation in China; and yet, 
when Mr. Knox, as Secretary of State, 
attempted to effect the international 
neutralization of the Manchurian rail- 
ways, he found the open door locked 
and bolted. It is to be hoped that we 
shall always maintain our treaty 
richts in China along with those of 
othe: nations, but those who still be- 
lieve that we have an open door there 
which will give us special privileges 
are dreaming an empty dream 

INCONSISTENCY. 

“And this brings us to our one 
most vexed problem—the Philippines 
and what to do with them. We hold 
those islanags as the chance results of 
war. and not because of a lust for 
territory or any desire for a foothold 
in the Orient; but what is the view- 
point of Japan? How would we feel 
if Japan came into possession of some 
of the West Indian Islands? Would 
it not affront the Monroe doctriner 
Why. then, should we be good Pan- 
Americans only in the Caribbean Sea 
and not ourselves practice the same 
stay-at-home-and - mind - your - own- 
business policy in the Orient? It is 
but natural for the Japanese to wo.- 
der how we can continue persisvontly 
to object to foreign colonization in 
the Western Hemisphere while we are 
actually in possession of large colonies 
near the coast of Asia. This Philip- 
pine problem is not at present being 
met in a way that is satisfactory to 
any of us. Why can't it be met so 
frankly that out of its very difficulties 
a valuable result can be evolved, just

as from the Mexican embroglio there 
e the Pan-American mediation 
machinery, of so great value already, 
and certain to prove more valuable 
as it develops. Our possession of the 
Philippines does not true up to the 
fundamental ideas of the Monroe doc- 
trine. But neither does the possession 
by Denmark, Holland, France and 
England or colonies in this hemis- 
phere! Why not set one of these dis- 
cordant facts off against the wther 
and trade the Philippine Islande for 
all European possessions to the south 
of us, and then turn the Gyianas and 
British= Honduras into free republics. 
return the Falkland Islands to Ar- 
gentina, and take under our flag the 
West Indian Islande, so important to 
the defense of the Panama Canal. 
Thus at one step would we eliminate 
Japanese distrust caused by our hold- 
ing the Philippines, honorably release 
us from the responsibility for those 
islands, complete the protection from 
European entanglements initiated by 
Monroe’s protest against additional 
European volonization, and, finally, 
free us from European military 
bases near the Panama Canal. 

“With all this completed we could 
all tranquilly turn opr attention to 
developing untouched resources of this 
hemisphere, the world’s next great 
step forward.” j

“The Belgian official] communica- 
tion reads: 

The activity on the front held by 
the Belgian army was less pronounced 
today than during the preceding days. 
Artillery duels took place chiefly in 
the environs of Dixmude and farther 
to the south.’ 

“army of the Orient: On Decem- 
ber 29 our aeroplanes bombarded the 
parks and encampments of the Bui- 
garians at Petrik, east of Lake Dol- 
ran.

—It 
is reported here on good authority 
that Italian troops have occupied the 
Albanian seaport of Durazzo. 

Durazzo and Aviona are the princi- 
pal Albanian ports. Aviona was occu- 
pied by the Italians several months 
ago, before Italy entered the war. Du- 
ran is on a peninsula in the Adriatic 
Sea, forty miles @outh of the Monte- 
negrin border. There have been pre- 
vious reports of Italian activity there, 
principally in connection with the 
lending. of supplies for the Serb 
army.

Southern California Edison Company, 
after the Los Angeles distributing sys- 
tem and the franchises have been 
taken away, at $13,245,000. 
The difference between this amount 
and the present value, $24,386,000, he 
stated, would represent just compensa- 
tion to the company, including all 
values and severance damage. In other 
words, this is the sum that Mr. Edgar

FIRST FOR TRIAL. 


Motion to Conso 0 Actions is 
Denied, but All y Taken 


this Hearing, if Applicable, may be 
Used at Subsequent Court Pro- 
ceedings, Decides Judge, 


A brilliant display of daylight fire- 
works occurred in Judge Bledsoe's 
court yesterday, during the concluding 
argument on the motion to dismiss 
what are known as the “fraud” suits 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, six in number, involving 
alleged valuable oil lands in Kern and 
adjoining counties, on the ground of 
fraud in the patent secured from the 
government. 

The motion to consolidate these 
cases was taken under advisement by 
the court on Wednesday and yester- 
day Judge Bledsoe denied the motion, 
with the agreement on the part of all 
the defendants that all testimony tak- 
en in the trial of the Wrst case shall 
be used in subsequent hearings, if ap- 

Motion to dismiss the complaints 
Was taken under advisement by the 
court and a decision will be given 
Monday. The motion to make more 
definite and certain the complaints 
was denied. It was agreed that the 
first case to be tried will be that 
known as No. 46, (the Coalinga case) 
the first one filed of the series, and 
that the hearing shall begin in San 
Franciseg, January 17. 

Judge Bledsoe, in passing upon the 
case, declared that the “man who 
wrote the complaint of the govern- 
ment was asleep at the switch,” on 
account of the various vagaries and 
inconsistencies found in the document. 
But he denied the prayer to dismiss 
the bill on the ground of uncertainty. 

The court then asked that he be 
furnished brief resumes of the posi- 
tion of the government and the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad on the question 
of the running of the statute of limita- 
tion in regard to what are known as 
Class A lands, that is, lands sold by 
the railroad company to purchasers, 
whose deeds did not contain the min- 
eral reservation; also, on the question 
whether these purchasers should be 
brought into the suit at all. 

This brought to his feet E. J. Jus- 
tice, special assistant to the Attorney 
General, who has the case on the 
part of the government in charge. He 
bitterly denounced the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. claiming that the pur- 
chasers of these lands from the cor- 
poration were desired to “pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire” for the rail- 
road. He argued that to do so would 
“make monkies” out of the purchas- 
ers, for that would give the corpora- 
tion an opportunity to whine about 
the oppression of the poor men who 
may lose their investments. , 

Charles R. Lewers, leading counsel 
of the Southern Pacific, made the 
points as to the class A lands that 
the government sues the railroad for 
the value of the land, but does not 
join the present owners as defendants 
or ask for cancellation; also that as 
this is a suit at law and not cog- 
nizable in an equity case, that there is 
an illegal joinder of a law action for 
damages with an actin in equity to 
cancel patents to other lands. 3

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) Dec. 30.— 
Former Vice-President Charles W. 
Fairbanks was indorsed at a love feast 
here today as Indiana’s choice for the 
Republican nomination for President 
and at the same meeting, which filled 
the largest theater in the State, Edwin 
FP. Morrow pledged him the solid 
delegation from Kentucky in the na- 


tional convention at Chicago, next 
June. 

Mr. Fairbanks was given a noisy 
ovation when he responded to an in- 
vitation to speak, after his name had 
been proposed for the Presidential 
nomination by Edwin P. Morrow of 
Kentucky. 

“The people have tried Democracy,” 
said Mr. Fairbanks, when the enthu- 
slasm had quieted down sufficiently 
for him to begin, “and Democracy has 
tried them. The result has been a re- 
baptized, reunited party of opposition. 
There is no dividend Republicanism 
here—we are united as of old.” 


SPPECH IS BRIEF. 


His speech was very brief, but he 
dealt rously with the leading ques- 
tions. urged the necessity of not 
only adequate national preparedness 
against hostile invasion, but also ade- 
quate national protection against in- 
dustrial invasion. In suggesting a 
Platform for the Republicans in 1916, 
Mr. Fairbanks said: 

“We must maintain a foreign policy 
just and firm. We must make ade- 
quate preparation on land and sea for 
a national defense measured by our 
national needs. We must adopt a pro- 
tective tariff measure which shall 
safeguard our industries and supple- 
ment the resources of the public treas- 
ury, and guard us against inundation 
at the end of the European war. We 
must proceed to adopt a broad, en- 
lightened policy for extending Amer- 
ican markets, particularly into the 
Orient and in South America. We 
must put a great merchant marine on 
the seas which will give us a vast car- 
rying trade into the markets of the 
world. Above all, there must be 
prosperity and high living standards 
for American workers ; 

AS TO DEMOCRATS. 

Referring to the Democratic party, 
the former Vice-President said: 

“We are opposed to a great many 
things which our friends, the Demo- 
crats, offer. We oppose a government 
owned and operated merchant marine. 
We do not favor taxing bank checks, 
gasoline, automobiles and the like, to 
make good Democratic deficits in the 
public revenue. It is an unnecessary 
and vexatious burden.“ 

Mr. Morrow, in presenting Mr. Fair- 
banks's name, said: 

“I am voicing the sentiments and 


hopes of 224,000 loyal, patriotic, mili- 


tant Kentucky Republicans, men who 
love their party and profoundly be- 
lieve in its principles. As their hum- 
ble spokesman, we believe that the 
next President of the United States 


will come from Indiana. Charles 
Warren Fairbanks can swing Ken- 
tucky in the Republican column, 


sweep Indiana and carry the nation. 
Kentucky Republicans proclaim him 
as their choice and pledge to him their 
full. earnest and unqualified support.”

kind of hauor within the State is 
absolutely prohibited. This includes 
malt liquor containing more than 
half of 1 per cent. of alcohol. Drug 
etores are not permitted to sell liquor 
for any purpose, with or without @ 
doctor’s prescription. 

Before a common carrier can de- 
liver liquor imported for private use 
the consignee in person must make 
affidavit that it is for his personal use 
and that he has not received liquor 
within the preceding four weeks. No 


person other than a common carrier 


may make deliveries of liquor and the 
purchaser of liquor illegally is made 
equally culpable with the seller. No 
liquor may be delivered to a habitual 
drunkard, 

Violations of the act are made pun- 
ishable by fine up to $500 or by im- 
prisonment up to six months, or both, 
in the discretion of the court In which 
conviction is obtained. 

ENFORCE THE LAW. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SALEM (Or.) Dec. 30,—Strict en- 
forcement of the prohibition law, 
which goes into effect January 1, will 
be the policy of Atty,-Gen. George W. 
Brown and all other State officers up- 
on whom the burden of seeing that 
the law is obeyed will rest. This was 
announced by the Attorney-General 
today following, a conference with 
Walter R. Evans, District Attorne of 
Multnomah county, and Gov.

FINISH IN IDAHO. 
(BY A F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BOISE (Idaho) Dec. 30.—-Tomor- 
row at midnight Idaho will go dry 
by virtue of statutory prohibition. 
Most of the State has been dry under 
the local option, so only about 150 
saloons will go out of business with 
the dawning of the New Year. Iduho’s 
prohibition law is said to be the most 
drastic in the Union, It not only closes 
the saloons, but makes possessivun of 
any kind of malt or spiritous liquor 
a crime, excepting wine for sacra- 
mental purposes and pure alcohol for 
m scientific and mechanical 
uses, which is procurable only on an 
order from the Probate Court. 

If liquor is found in the possession 
of an individual he is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and is subject to a fine of 
350 to $500 and imprisonment from 
thirty days to six months or both. 
The second offense constitutes a fel- 
ony, punishable by one or two years 
in the State prison. 

The law makes provisions against 
the manufacture, sale or transporta- 
tion of liquors. In addition to the law 
the last. Legislature adopted an 
amendment to the constitution for 
Statewide prohibition to be voted on 
next November. 

WASHINGTON ALSO. 
[BY A F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SEATTLE (Wash.) Dec. 30.—At 
midnight tomorrow night the sale and 
manufacture of intoxicatthg liquors in 
the State of Washington will cease, 
‘under the initiative law ratified in 
November, 1913. Within ten -days all 
liquor unsold at midnight December 
31 must have been shipped outside 
the State and all liquor signs removed. 

Residents of Washington may pur- 
chase from dealers outside the State 
two quarts of spirituous liquor or 
twelve quarts of each twenty 
days, but with much inconvenience, 
expense and publicity. Enforcement 
of the law rests not alone with the 
police and prosecutor, for any citizen 
May cause search of a building sus- 
pected of containing HNquor. Owners 
and lessees of buildings will be held 
liable for sale or storage of liquor 
therein. 

Having received nearly fourteen 
months’ notice liquor dealers and 
manufacturers have arranged to go 
into other business or leave the State. 
Some wholesalers have opened offices 
in California and expect to do large 
express business with residents of 
Washington. Many retailers will con- 
duct lunchrooms and soft drink coun- 
ters, hoping to hold their old patrons. 

Stocks of liquors in Seattle have 
been well cleared up and saloons will 
begin with only goods enough to carry 
them through the day. It is unlikely 
that dealers will give liquor away. 
Some saloons will close early in the 
night; others will admit only old pa- 
trons. Hotel dining-rooms and cafes 
where music is provided will have the 
usual New Year’s Eve crowds. 

It is expected that citizens will be 
permitted to use up liquors now in 
their homes and that newspapers and 
magazines publishing liquor adver- 
tisements will not be seized until the 
publishers have been notified that they 
are violating the law. : 

DRY IN COLORADO. 
(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DENVER, Dec. 30.—Colorado be- 
gan today to go dry,“ although State- 
wide prohibition does not become 
legally effective until January 1. Sev- 
eral saloons in Denver have closed 
their doors after disposing of their en- 
tire stocks of liquors. For weeks in- 
dividuals have been purchasing liquors 
in quantities for storage at home. 
The last few days the rush at the dis- 
pensaries has resembled the closing 
hours of a Christmas shopping season. 
Dealers agree that the buying epi- 
demic has sent the December receipts 
for intoxicants to many times its usual 
total, estimated by some in excess of 
$2,000,000. 

Many dealers, to meet the demand, 
have received daily shipments by ex- 
press. 

“The spirit of 1916." read a sign 
that surmounted serried rows of cased 
grape juice in the lobby of one of Den- 
ver’s leading hotels. 

Indications were that Denver's New 
Year’s Eve celebration in hotels and 
cafes would surpass demonstrations of 
former years. Proprietors reported all 
table space reserved and arrangements 
completed to close the festivities 
shortly before 12 o’clock tomorrow 
night. 

Watch night meetings have been ar- 
ranged at many city churches to cele- 
brate the coming of 1916 and the ad- 
vent of prohibition in Colorado.

PASTOR LEAVES 
CHURCH AGAIN. 


Rev. J. H. Troy is Out of a 
Baptist Pulpit. | 


Resigns Glendale Pastorate 
to be an Evangelist. 


Career Here Checkered with 
Lively Incidents. 


Glendale's First Baptist Church is 
without a pastor, and Rev. J. H. Troy, 
erstwhile leader of this flock, is with- 
out a pulpit. He resigned his pastor- 
ate at a meeting of the church dea- 
cons on Wednesday night, and the 
resignation was accepted without 
comment. 

It is understood that Mr. Troy has 
had offers to engage in special work 
of evangelism and conducting Bible 
study classes or institutes, and that 
he proposes to engage in this line of 
religious effort hereafter, eschewing 
the work of regular pastorates. 

Just how far this decision may 
have been influenced by stormy séa- 
song past in the churches where he 
has ministered is a matter of con- 
jecture, but “peace at any cost“ does 
not seem to have been the motto in 
some of the churches where Mr. 
Troy’s lines have been cast. His 
ministerial career in Los Angeles and 
vicinity hag been beset with incidents 
that gave no room for monotony. 

It has been declared that a nervous 
collapse and fever with which Mr. 
‘Troy was afflicted some time ago had 
as a contributory cause the ruction 
in the church over which he was pre- 
siding at that time—the Atherton 
Baptist Church of this city. Three 
pastors in succession left this church 
because of its turmolls, and Mr. Troy 
It was from 
the Atherton church that Mr. Troy 
went to the First Baptist Church of 
Glendale. He went to the latter 
church in the midst of much trouble 
between factions of the Atherton 
church, and believed that at last he 
Was sailing into a haven of peace. 


THAT TURKEY TROUBLE. 


But peace doesn't seem to settle 
down in Mr. Troy’s neighborhood. He 
hadn't been long in the at Glen- 
dale until there was a great hullaba- 
loo raised by certain members of the 
congregation over what is now locally 
known as the “turkey incident,” and 
which eventually called for at least 
two meetings of the church to get 
matters straightened out.

SNOWSTORM TD 
“SWEEPS SOUTHLAND. 


Mantles Mountains with White. Makes Fun for the

LD Man Winter laid a mantle of 
O snow over the Southwest, yes- 
terday, that lapped over into 
Southern California. It was the sixth 
snow since 1877, according to the rec- 
ords of the Weather Bureau, and per- 
haps the heaviest. 

From a mere trace of snow at San 
Diego to seven inches at Elsinore, and 
an even heavier fall in the high moun- 
tains, scarcely a foot of Southern Cali- 
fornia escaped a visitation from “the 
beautiful,” while the snow line on the 
coast range of mountains is the low- 
est in history. 

Sweeping in from sea on the trail 
of an area of low pressure, the snow 
traced fingers of vanishing mist on the 
streets of the business district. hung 
a great cross of white on the flank of 
Mt. Wilson, covered the hills in Grif- 
fith Park with a white lace mantle, 
and made fun for the children and 
work for the movie-folk. 

No damage was done to oranges or 
lemons, according to Local Forecaster 
Carpenter of the Weather Bureau, 
though clearing weather last night 
bred fear of frost and caused the’ 
lighting ef smudge-pots in citrus 
groves all over the Southland. 

“Indications are of a period of cold 
weather, perhaps with freezing tem- 
perature, extending over two or three 
days.” said Dr. Carpenter last night.

acreage, most of it in exposed loca- 
tions, is protected against frost. by 
smudge-pots, while the railroads an- 
nounced that special oil trains will be 
run into the citrus district if neces- 
sary. 

Citrus growers are also counting on 
the well-known rise in ground tem- 
perature, which always follows a rain, 
to further protect their groves. 

Reports from the Tulare citrus dis- 
trict are of fog, but no snew, while 
nearly all the lemon districts escaped 
with but a trace of snow. In many 
places picking went on immediately 
following the snow, while those who 
have grain in welcomed the combined 
rain and snow—the preciptation for 
the storm was 63 of an inch, making 
3.84 inches for the season, compared 
with 4.25 inches last year—as an un- 
mitigated benefit. 

Out of the six reports of “tracings 
of snow” since 1877, three have been 
in December, and all following Christ- 
mas. However, the snow that brought 
delight to the children, yesterday, and 
was “registered” by the motion-pic- 
ture companies to the extent of many 
thousands of feet of “Back East 
scenes,” was a freak of the freakiest 
kind. 

THE CAUSE. 

According to the reports of the 
Weather Bureau, the southwestern de- 
pression suddenly became the chief 
factor in California weather, causing 
record temperatures in the northern 
portion of the State and unusually 
cold and snow weather in portions of 
Southern California. 

Throughout Utah, Nevada and Ari- 
zona, and in the Mendocino country 
of this State, there were unusually 
heavy falls of snow. It was this snow 
blanket that lapped over, accompanied 
by sea winds that sent small crafts 
scudding into Los Angeles Harbor 
under bare poles, and gave Southern 
California just enough of a touch of 
winter to please homesick easterners. 

Beaumont and Banning in the high 
mountains reported a foot of snow 
each; there was ten inches of snow on 
Mt. Wilson and in San Antonio Can- 
yon; Elsinore reported seven inches of 
snow, Perris six inches, and Lancas- 
ter five inches. 

From these, the snow tapered off to 
four,inches at Pomona, three inches 
at lalto, Bloomington, San Bernar- 
dino, Uplands, two inches at Burbank, 
Glendale and Lankershim, one inch at 
San Fernando, Redlands, Corona, On-

FIRST CENS 6s 
OF LOCAL BIRDS. 


AUDUBON SOCIETY DISCOVERS 
MORE THAN ONE HUNDRED 
‘VARIETIES HERE. 


The first official bird census of Los 
Angeles and immediate vicinity has 
just been taken by the Los Angeles Au- 
dubon Society. The results show that 
122 varieties of birds were discovered 
in the observations of the society on 
the day after Christmas. This puts 
Los Angeles in the lead, so far as any 

i . The 


reports are thus far received 


rning, 
showed 103 varieties of birds for that 
locality. 

The bird census is taken every year 
all over the United States on rist- 
mas, or a date as near as practicable 
and the results are published in Bird 
Lore, the official organ of the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon Socie- 
ties. The Los Angeles Audubon So- 
ciety affiliated with the national or- 
ganization a few months ago, 5 
though it has been carrying on 
work locally for several years.. Never 
before, however, has a census been re- 
Lo ier to the Bird Lore from this lo- 

Eight mem of the local society 
of parties to take the 
census and they spent the day afield. 
All but two ef these parties were 
within the city limits, and these two 
made their observations in territory 
within ten miles of the municipality. 

The districts included in this ob- 
servation were Mt. Lowe, Eagle’ Rock 
Valley, Arroyo Seco, Griffith Park. 
Hollywood hills, Silver Lake, Domin- 
guez, Nigger Slough, the harbor dis- 
trict, Benedict Canyon and several 
parks and cemeteries in the city.

However, it is generally con- 
ceded that the soaking of the earth 
Han forestalled any immediate possi- 
bility of frost, and has been of inesti- 
mable value to winter gardens and 
crops of small grain, which are just 
peeping through the ground. 

The snow in evidence here was the 
heaviest since March, 1896, when two 
and one-half inches on the level fell 
throughout the valley.

AT MONROVIA. 
READY TO FIGHT.

MONROVIA, Dec. 30.—Warned 
the coldest night in the 
California might be expected, prac- 
tically every citrus fruit grower in 
the Duarte-Monrovia section is pre- 
paring to fight the frost with smudge 
pots or other orchard heaters. The 
fact that today’s storm, added 78 
inch of rain to the season’s total is 
taken as a big factor for safety to 
crops, but the fruit men are taking 
no chancea. 

L. M. Banks, a local citrus fruit 
broker who keeps in close touch with 
the orange and lemon crops of this 
section, said this afternoon that he 
believes there will be no frost dam- 
age because of the great amount of 
moisture in the ground, and because 
of the well-protected situation of most 
of the ranches of this district. Most 
of the orange and lemon ranches lie 
Close to the foothills and are not ex- 
posed to the wind. 

A heavy cloud lies over this dis- 
trict, covering the tops of the moun- 
tains, which are mantied half way 
down their sides with snow, No snow 
fell in this city.

HE JUGGLING OF M’ADOO. 

Secretary McAdoo declared that on 
July 1, 1915, there was a credit balance in 
the general fund of the Treasury Vefart- 
ment of $104,170,105 and the official daily 
statement of the United States Treasury, 
bearing date of July 1 and 2, shows the 
net balance in the general fund to be $76,- 
— shrinkage in one day of 828,012. 

On September 90, 1915, the dally Treasury 
statement showed that the net balance in 
the general fund was $40,898,894.26. The 
next day's statement, without the addition 
of the proceeds of a bond sale and with an 
actual decrease in the revenues of the gov- 
ernment over expenditures, showed the bal- 
ance as $128,063,545. 


Secretary McAdoo as a financial scrobat | 


exhibited himself as a rival of Muley Al 
Hassan who turned seven flip-flops in suc- 
cession and ended by jumping down his 
own throat. Concerning this transaction, 
Senator Smoot of Utah, In a speech in the 
Senate, December 17, said: :

The Federal Commission on Industrial 
Relations devoted months to quarrying for 
material from employees and employers all 
over the nation. The prestige of authority 
was supposed to be in its findings. Econ- 
omists the world over have awaited its re- 
ports, which proved to be empty and ab- 
surd and valueless. 

It must be said that there is something 
ludicrous in the solemn conclusion arrived 
at by that body in stating that in the la- 
bor question there are two antagonistic 
forces, neither of which will yield to the 
other, and neither of which can be sacri- 
ficed to the other—the interests of em- 
ployers and the interests of employees. 

But though the conclusion is preposter- 
ous—for the ‘interests of labor and capital 
are mutual—and only a tyro may be ex- 
cused for holding the opinion that they are

agement, as applied popularly by employ- 
ers, tends to increase the productions and 
profits and to eliminate the character, 
rights and welfare of the employee; that

The representative employers, applying 
and approving of scientific management, 
contend in effect that such management 
accomplishes the elimination of avoidable 
waste of production, substitutes accuracy 
and law for mere opinion, standardizes the 
product, raises wages and shortens hours, 
and gives the competent employee greater 
opportunity for advancement. 

Mr. Hoxle presents the detailed regula 
tions ‘and methods of the industries under 
scientific management, what accom- 
plished by way of efficiency, and the spe- 
cific objections urged against the system by 
the union labor spokesmen. 

Mr. H ‘s own conclusions are frank- 
ly and indefinite; but when a man 
of his capabilities and experience is 
baffied there is some reason for wearing 
blinders when untrained, unlettered, often 
freakish and usually noisy individuals 
want to show the remedy for economic 
troubles in about the same manner that a 
parlor performer shows a card ‘trick. 

Mr. Hoxie says scientific management in 
industry is too recent for its ultimate et- 
fects to be accurately calculated, but that 
the innovation undoubtedly marked an 
economic event, and that the only possible 
plan conceivable to him for a wide and har- 
monious adjustment between employers 
favoring it and employees epposing it lies 
in practical experiments. In other words, 
he submits it to the great retort of evolu- 
tion, to the survival of the fittest, which, 
despite professional reformers, has worked 
and will continue to work out inexorably all 
the problems of economics. 


The modern question of scientific man- 
agement is but the old, old question that 
was fought by the Luddites against the in- 
troduction of time and laborsaving ma- 
chinery at Nottingham—a fight that has 
continued from that day, and never, at any 
time, has the scientific, efficient method 
been stayed by riots, dynamite, destruction 
or any other of the approved arguments of 
disgruntled unionites. 


BYSSINIAN WARRIORS, 

King Liji Yasu of Abyssinia has suf- 
fered martial stirrings. His country was 

e only part of Africa not affected by the 
war and he evidently felt out in the cold. 
He has just offered to provide and equip 
200,000 armed men for the allies for the de- 
fense of Egypt should the Germans suceeed 
in carrying out their threat to attack that 
country. 

Abyssinia was reinstated on the map by 
the late Emperor Menelik II, who restored 
his country to the standing of a real nation 
and installed a progressive government. The 
remarkable progress of Abyssinia has been 
overlooked in the excitement-of recent world 
events; but in normal times her enterprise 
and reforms would have attracted a great 
deal of attention. In making his offer to 
the allies, King Liji Yasu recalled the fact 
that his ancestress visited King Solomon in 
the days of old and that he is therefore a 
worthy ally, socially eligible to fight side by 
side with the King-Emperor of the British 
empire and the other allied sovereigns. He 
assures them that his army is sely 
modern, however, and that its equipment will 
be found equal to anything extant. 

He proclaims life-long gratitude to Great 
Britain, which he recalls has ever been 
the friend and protector of his country and 
accorded its rulers the courtesy and con- 
sideration due to their dignity. Indeed, read- 
ing between the lines, it is easy to see that 
Great Britain is reaping the reward of a 
diplomatic politeness which flattered the 
sdul of an ambitious country working its
